CAMDEN, N.J.—Camden Coun­ 
ty Prosecutor Norman Heine to­ 
day completed establishing the 
deaths of 15 patients of Dr. Al­ 
bert A. Weiner. 


The State of New Jersey con­ 
tends that Dr. Weiner caused the 
deaths of the patients — includ­ 
ing four Lower Bucks residents 
— through gross — and or — 
criminal negligence by infecting 
them with serum hepatitis. The 
43-year-old osteopathic physician 
who specializes in neuro-pyschia- 
try is being tried for manslaugh­ 
ter. 
Heme has established the deaths 
by bringing as witnesses family 
physicians, attending physicians, 
pathologists and undertakers, all

RICHMOND, Va. CPI — The Civil Aeronautics Board today liegan investigating 
the crash of a chartered airliner that killed 77 persons including 74 youthful Army 
recruits on their way to a training camp. 


The sudden tragedy Wednesday night was the second fatal crash of a soldier­ 
laden plane belonging to the same small airline, now known as Imperial Airlines 
of Miami Springs, Fla. It also has had two non-fatal mishaps while carrying mili­ 
tary personnel. 


Twice in the past two years, the airline or its pilots have been disciplined by Hie 
Federal Aviation Agency for flying safety violations.
